A plane which plunged to a fiery end on 
Route 495 at Route 133 in Andover, August 
12. may have struck the 397-foot radio 
tower atop Wood Hill that foggy morning. 

The pilot and passenger of the Cessna 
401 twin-engined craft were killed in the

fly and photograph the tower Wednesday 
afternoon and today to get a closer look at 
a piece of debris lodged in the radio tower.

water quality, and to maximize public 
access. allowing linkage between 
recreational, historic and cultural 
centers; to promote private developments 
which are in keeping with the diverse 
cultural and economic activities, but are 
at the same time non-poluting and protec- 
tive of aesthetic amenities of the shoreline 
zone; to evaluate and physical capability 
of the shoreline, environmental impor- 
tance of river segments and to develop 
guidelines aimed at preserving future 
resources as land development pressure 
increases. 

‘No plan, however well conceived, has 
ever protected a foot of river front,”’ said 
Tufts. ‘‘Plans do not create parks, nor 
preserve farms or rural scenery. People, 
directly, or through their representatives, 
who have become active and caring .con- 
stituents for a resource like the 
Merrimack, make all the difference. Their 
acts are the key to protection, and the 
Council will be consulting and explaining 
and listening throughout the process. 
Implementation cannot take place without 
broad political support.” 

The Merrimack River Watershed Coun- 
cil has 350 members and a board of direc- 
tors representing geographical areas of 
the Valley and different segments of the 
community.

In May 1979. Mary Rose Ezpeleta, 112 
Dascomb Road, energetic wife and 
mother of five, had her mind on business, 
and the time seemed right to market her 
own Filipino-style marinade and barbeque 
sauce. Her recipe, taste-tested by her 
children. was applauded by executives of 
Star Market — and Ezpeleta was on her 
way. 

A little over one year and 5,000 cases of 
“Sari” marinade sauce later, Ezpeleta’s 
business is blooming. And with her 
family’s recent move from Newton, where 
her business began, to Andover, she now 
has her sights set on a whole new market. 

“J come from a very business-oriented 
family,’’ she explains, a smiling dark- 
haired woman wearing a seersucker 
jacket and a straw hat. She once helped 
her father run a steel company in her 
native Philippines. she says, ‘‘so business 
is not something alien to me. But I wanted 
to know whether I could do it here.” 

When meat prices began to rise, 
Ezpeleta was inspired to try selling 
marinated pork strips and chicken. 
‘‘Marinade is very commonly used in the 
Philippines, because the beef there is not 
very good — and we like our food tasty, 
not bland,”’ she explains. Her recipe is a 
blend of vinegar, soy sauce, fresh garlic, 
‘‘a bit of brown sugar,’’ and spices, 
Ezpeleta says — ‘‘not too hot or spicy.’’ 

Ezpeleta took her idea, along with her 
electric frying pan full of marinated meat, 
to executives of Star Market in Newton. ‘‘I 
went there early in the morning, wearing 
my favorite hat to hide behind,”’ she says, 
grinning. ‘‘And | made them try it, 
because I was so nervous I didn’t know 
what to say. So I plugged in my frying pan, 
and the aroma filled the room,’’ she 
recalls. 

Star Market encouraged her to sell bottl- 
ed marinade sauce, rather than packaged 
meat, Ezpeieta says. That advice sent her 
to the Yellow Pages, where she searched 
for a local bottler and chose Ken’s, a salad 
dressing company in Framingham. 

Ken’s in turn helped her find a label 
designer — and by the end of June, ‘‘Mary 
Rose’s Sari’’ marinade sauce was on the 
shelves in the Newton Star Market, in 
time for July Fourth cookouts. ‘‘We sold 
over 60 cases in the first week,’’ she says 
proudly. 

“The great thing about this country is 
that there are still people here to give a

‘many many.’ A sari sari store is what you 
call a variety store. The sauce does have 
many uses, and sari is easy to say,’’ she 
explains. 

Sari sauce can be found in dozens of 
supermarkets in the Newton area. 
Ezpeleta visits three stores a week to 
demonstrate the many uses of her sauce, 
makes deliveries when necessary, and 
tries to market her product to new ac- 
counts.

High School Prepares For Evaluation 


By Laurie Lewis 


The following is an excerpt from An- 
dover High School’s Statement of 
Philosophy, as stated in the Student Hand- 
book. This philosophy will be the basis for 
which a group of 26 evaluators from 
various schools around New England will 
appraise Andover High School’s 
programs, facilities and building. 

“Education is a continuous process 
ofwhich the high school is an interval in 
the total development of the individual. 
The school will provide a wide variety of 
learning expriences with emphasis on the 
basic skills of communication and com- 
putation...The students will be made 
aware of their responsibility for learning, 
for moral development and for the con- 
structive use of leisure time. 

All students will receive encouragement 
to think of themselves as individuals who 
have a responsibility to contribute... They 
will understand their fundamental rights 
and obligations as human beings...living in 
a society of laws.” 

The evaluation is based upon the princi- 
ple that a school should be judged in terms 
of what it is striving to achieve (its 
philosophy and objectives) and according 
to the extent to which it is meeting the 
needs of students enrolled, and the com- 
munity it serves. 

For the past year and a half, each 
member of the faculty has helped in the 
preparation of this project. The process is 
being supervised by Wilbur Hixon, high 
school vice principal. He has had a great 
deal of assistance from his steering com- 
mittee.Also, each faculty member served 
on two committees to review every aspect 
of the school. One in their own depart- 
ment, and one in a variety of subjects such 
as the school and community, philosophy 
and objectives, student activities 
programs, school facilities and emerging 
and unique programs, just to name a few. 
Each of the committees filled out 
questionaires compiled of many facts and 
figures. The checklist items and 
evaluations are judged on a scale from 5 - 
excellent to 1 - missing but needed. 

In addition to working on two com- 


mittees, staff members filled out 


evaluations which included questions on 
their own formal education, their 
professional experiences, their involve- 
ment in the community, and their opinions 
on improvements for the school and their 
own teaching methods. 

Also, during the past year and a half, 
curriculum guides were drawn up for 
every course offered at the high school. 
The folders state the course description 
and objectives, a list of materials covered 
and the textbooks used.

judge the teachers. Rather, they are look- 
ing at the school in relation to its stated 
goals and philosophy. 

This week, and then again on Wednes- 
day. Sept. 24, the faculty will gather to 
hear and discuss the various committees’ 
findings. 

This evaluation will begin on Tuesday, 
Oct. 14. when at 12. the team will tour An- 
dover High School. That evening a dinner 
will be held. where the administrators, 
faculty headed committees and depart- 
ment heads will speak. 

On Oct. 15, 16, and 17, the team will be in 
school. walking through the halls and sit- 
ting in classes talking to the teachers and 
students. On Friday afternoon, Sept. 17, 
David Rosegard, a retired assistant 
superintintendent out of the 
BostonSchools, will give a general report 
to the facultyu. Hixon states, ‘“Rosengard 
is a very precise man. We will get a com- 
plete. tough and thorough evaluation.” 

The evaluators do not get paid for ser- 
ving on this committee. However, they 
will be provided with food, housing and 
transportation during their stay. Some 
nights the staff will stay up past midnight 
writing their reports and analyzing their 
own observations. 

After all of thereports have been filed 
and the evaluaton completed, Andover 
High School will be given a certification 
for 1. 2. 5, or 10 years. The certificaton is 
very important, particularly to college 
bound students. Last year, only 32% of the 
schools evaluated received a ten year cer- 
tification. In both 1960 and 1970, Andover 
High School was given such a certificate. 

In conclusion, the staff has worked long 
and hard preparing for this upcoming 
‘inspection’, which is a statement sup- 
ported by the numerous stacks of

A $76,395 Title IV grant received by the 
school department this summer has given 
a boost to the peer counseling program at 
Andover High, and chances are good the 
grant will continue for two more years. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert counted the 
grant as the largest in the latest “batch” 


parts of the country. after a Boston Globe 
article about it was picked up by national 
news services. 

He said support from Sen. Edward 
Kennedy and Congressman James Shan- 
non’s office helped in getting the funds 
released in Washington. 


The occupational education grants, 
which will be under the administration of 
Rosamond Bastable, include $3,357 for 
‘“‘outreach”’ an “‘in the field’ experience in 
Child Care II; $4,950 to purchase diesel 
engines to expand the automotive 
program; $8.028 to teach ‘‘survival skills”’ 


received from the federal government. 


A new $26,748 award will also provide 
some new dimensions in the occupational 
education area, and a $3,000 grant will go 
toward development of an environmental 
studies section in present ninth grade 
social studies/science programs. 

Assistant Supt. Charles Mitsakos ex- 
plained that the peer counseling grant was 
earmarked to develop the Andover 
program to serve as a model for other 
systems around the country. 

The grant will fund three staff 
members, who will in turn free up the high 
school’s school adjustment counselor to 
give fulltime attention to individual ad- 
justment problems. 

Mitsakos said the Andover High’s

Yom Kippur, the Day of Atonement, or- 
dained in the Bible in the 23rd Chapter of 
the Book of Exodus, is the one most impor- 
tant day of the entire year on the Jewish 
Calendar. It is called the ‘“‘Sabbath of Sab- 
baths.’ The word, ‘“‘Kippur’’ comes from 
the root letters — to scour or to cleanse, 
thoroughly indicating therein the need for 
people in their search for atonement to 
begin with repentance. It is not the day 
which makes possible atonement, rather it 
is the individual’s desire to cleanse 
himself from all imperfections that make 
atonement possible. 


Yom Kippur is a fast day stretching 
over a twenty-four hour period during 
which time the individual Jew refrains 
from eating and drinking and preoccupies 
his awaking hours in prayer and medita- 
tion. It is a custom amongst some Jewish 
people to dress in white on this day in- 
dicating through this ritual that true 
repentance will result in wiping away all 
previous guilt. 

In addition to these customs, it is also

The U.S. auto industry is offering more 
fuel efficient cars for sale than ever 
before. according to the 1981 EPA gas 
mileage estimates released by the En- 
vironmental Protecton Agency. 

Although Volkswagen of America’s Rab- 
bit diesel topped the 1981 list at 42 miles 
per gallon. U.S. manufacturers produced 
seven cars with better gas mileage than 
the highest domestic car in 1980. 

Paul G.Keough, director of EPA’s 
Regional Office of Public Awareness 
noted that last year the best domestic car 
was rated 26 miles per gallon.

FordEscort and 
Lincoln-Mercury Lynx are all rated at 30 
miles per gallon: The Dodge Ornni_and the 
Plymouth Horizon at 28 miles pergallon. 

While imports have swept the top spots 
in the fuel economy sweepstakes, the 
American auto industry in 1981 is offering 
a wide range of small fuel efficient cars 
that should help their competitive posi- 
tion. as well as national fuel conservation 
goals.’ Keough explained. 

Keough advised motorists to use the 
EPA fuel economy estimates for com- 
parative shopping only.‘‘The figures 
reported in the mileage guide are based on 
mechanical tests that cannot duplicate in- 
dividual driving habits or road and 
weather conditions. They can, however, be 
used to compare fuel economy between 
similar models produced by diffrent 
manufacturers, ’’ Keough explained.

close the elementary schools as well. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert relayed the 
concerns of Town Clerk Elden Salter that 
there wouldn’t be enough parking spaces 
on election day for students, teachers and 
voters too. 


He said Salter feared that voters who 
had to park out on Shawsheen Road and 
walk back to the high school gym wouldn’t 
vote at all. 


He said Salter also felt that the high 
school lot alone wouldn’t be sufficient, and 
he preferred to have the West Jr. High lots 
available for voters as well. 


High School Principal Philip Wormwood 
added that the 45 percent voter turnout for 
last spring’s town election ‘‘proved to be 
quite heavy to handle,’’ and that Salter is 


predicting a turnout of 65 percent or more - 


for the Presidential. 


Seifert said Salter feels the central poll- 
ing location has worked out “extremely 
well’’ so far, and that there should only be 
a problem every four years for the big 
election. 


The school committee generally ex- 
presses malaise over the inconvenience to 
students, and tried on several motions 
before settling on one. 


Committeeman John Eaton first moved 
to close the secondary schools. He amend- 
ed his motion after some discussion to 

~close-only Andover High, but withdrew it 
completely after Wormwood maintained 
leaving West Jr. High open would foul up 
the traffic pattern. Cars cannot exit 
through the side parking lot at West onto 
Shawsheen Road when that school is in 
session, and would have to dump on 
Moraine Street instead. 


Motion by Committee Joseph Finn to 
close the Shawsheen Road complex - - 
Andover High and West Jr. High - -failed 
for lack of a second and another Finn mo- 
tion. to close. all schools, gained a second 
from Richard Neal. but lost on the ballot, 
one to three. 

Finally, an attempt to close all three 
secondary schools won out, with the ad- 
ministration to report back next meeting 
on the implications, particularly the costs, 
of keeping only part of the system 
operating. 

Seifert said Tuesday night that many of 
the secondary buses will have to run 
anyway. since there are combination 
routes. Then when the secondary classes 
are made up at the end of the year by tack- 
ing on an unused snow day, for instance, 
the buses would have to run again. 

“One way or another it will cost the 
town a lot of money,’’ said Finn, ‘‘and cost 
savings was one of the reasons why the 
central poll was established in the first

place.” 

“We (the schools) shouldn’t have to 
bear the cost when the town is saving,’’ he 
said. Seifert also questioned closing part 
of the system, in terms of attendance. He 
said it would be a very natural reaction for 
youngsters to feel, ‘‘if my brother’s not go- 
ing to school, I’m not either.’’ Then the 
reverse of that situation would apply in the 
spring when the secondary pupil would go 
an extra day. 

Seifert said he adhered to a policy of 
‘‘all of us go to school or all of us don’t, ex- 
cept in an emergency. ”’ 

Eaton also raised the question of what to 
do about elementary youngsters whose 
parents both work, if all the schools are 
closed.

A Little Light 
On The Subject 


SEPTEMBER 18, 1980 


For some time now, there have been several 
townspeople who have expressed a desire for street 
lights to be installed in their area. 

The requests are continually met with the same fac- 
tual reply — no funds. 

We view the matter as one requiring some attention 
and this is probably the proper time to remind the town 
administration and selectmen of such, in view of the im- 
‘pending budget preparation time. 

For some years it was quite possible that unlit areas 
of the town could get by without the illumination provid- 
ed by widely spaced street lights. 

But we are living in a different age — one in which 
vandals romp through the night and burglars examine 
darkened areas in search of loot. 

No one will say for sure that streetlights act as a 
definite deterrent to these and other crime-related ac- 
tivities, but by the same token we are convinced that il- 
luminated areas provide less of a target. 

Financial consideration has been the main concern of 
municipal officials when dealing with any street 
lighting programs. 

Todays finances are a far cry from those days when a 
street light in a town like Andover was a part of 
political patronage. If residents of a certain area opted 
to support a particular candidate for selectmen, and he 
won, then chances were good that the area would be 
rewarded with a streetlight. 

Times have changed. Municipal costs are heavy, and 
the little streetlight is no longer an inexpensive item. 

But times have likewise changed in the manner in 
which society operates, which we think is an important 
consideration. 


Many new subdivisions in town are without sufficient 
illumination at night. Even post lights in front of homes 
proves insufficient to properly protect some areas. 

An additional expense many homeowners in these 
areas have electronic devices for garage doors in order 
that womén can feel safe driving in at night. 

The point here is that we feel it is time that the 
selectmen, who rather routinely chop the streetlight 
budget almost annually, look into the matter more 
seriously as they examine next year’s budget. 

It is an age-old cry of some of those who desire just a 
streetlight, that they are not provided with any other 
municipal services, such as schools, for their tax 
dollars. 

And, while this can be a complaint of many, it is a 
legitimate one. 

We light up parks and tennis courts for youths and 
adults to enjoy Andover’s recreational facilities, but 
fail to provide a little safety item for others. 

We can provide services to make play areas ser- 
viceable and safe for the many recreational programs 
conducted by the town and civic-minded groups. 

We can provide funds to acquire lands to protect them 
from development, or in some cases to provide trails or 
other recreational activities. 

Why then can’t the townspeople provide a little fun- 
ding to get some street lights installed, or even compel 
developers to include the facilities when construction is 
underway? 

It seems reasonable that consideration be given to an 
examination of the overall streetlighting program and 
some measures taken to correct what should be con- 
sidered inequities to some residents of the community.

WASHINGTON -- In any 
presidential campaign, the 
man in the White House has 
an advantage over his chal- 
lengers. An incumbent presi- 
dent has the power, the 
perks and the purse strings. 

He can call a press con- 
ference for an announce- 
ment’ that will make him 
look good; or use Air Force 
One for a supposedly non- 
political trip to an impor- 
tant state; or hand out feder- 
al grants to critical election 
battlefields. 

Jimmy Carter demon- 
strated his skill at presiden- 
tial gamesmanship in his 
successful primary races 


against Sen. Ted Kennedy:: 


Any time Kennedy threat- 
ened to get the next day’s 
headlines or a spot on the 
evening news, Carter could 
undercut him with a hastily 
arranged, camera-grabbing 
event. Local governments 
also found themselves wal- 
lowing in federal grants and 
suddenly announced aid pro- 
grams on the eve of the 
primaries. 

Meanwhile, the latest 
polls have Jimmy Carter 
and Ronald Reagan in a 
dead heat. But Reagan may 
be gaining the momentum. 
Our sources have seen the 
latest public opinion 
samplings. The -next pub- 
lished polls will show 
Reagan about four percent- 
age points ahead of the pres- 
ident. 

Reagan is showing 
strength in a number of big 
states that Carter won in 
1976. Reagan is even under- 
cutting Carter in the South. 
But even worse news for the 
Carter campaign is coming 
from New York.

It will be difficult for the 
president to win re-election 
without carrying New York 
State. This makes the Liber- 
al Party’s endorsement 
crucial. The endorsement 
has gone, not to Carter, but 
to independent John Ander- 
son. This might give Ander- 
son enough respectability in 
New York to win the votes 
of disgruntled Kennedy 
Democrats. 

The Liberal Party has 
never failed to endorse a 
Democratic candidate for 
president. But incredibly, 
the party leaders got the 
brushoff from the Carter 
camp. Carter’s aides treated 
the Liberal leaders with an 
arrogance that bordered on 
contempt. The Liberals 
pleaded with Carter to listen 
to their complaints. They 
sent a 15-page memo to the 
White House detailing their 
grievances. 

Carter’s reply was a rou- 
tine rehash of his adminis- 
tration’s accomplishments. 
The president also assigned 
his domestic policy adviser, 
Stuart Eizenstat, to smooth 
the Liberals’ ruffled feath- 
ers. But Carter’s inner circle 
boasted that they didn’t need 
New York to win.

Yet, here in the United 
States government statistics 
show that U.S. agricultural 
exports will set all-time 
records this year despite the 
reduced sales to Russia.

This 
year, farm exports will add 
an estimated $39 billion. If 
you look closely at the 
recent prices of wheat, corn 
and soybeans, compared to 
prices when the embargo 
took effect, they’ve actually 
risen. 

So the embargo’s effect on 
American farmers seems to 
be more psychological than 
economic.

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Thanks to a water main extension plann- 
ed by a developer to serve his new subdivi- 
sion, town water service may be extended 
to serve some existing homes on 
Rattlesnake Hill Road as well, according 
to the town manager. 

Town water mains currently end at the 
intersection of Woburn Street and 
Rattlesnake Hill Road; homes on 
Rattlesnake Hill Road are on well, said 
Director of Public Works Robert 
McQuade. 

However, developer Arthur Kalogianis 
recently received town approval to extend 
a water main a quarter-mile along Woburn 
Street. from Enfield Drive to Rattlesnake 
Hill Road, at his expense. The extension 
will serve his new Olympic Village sub- 
division, a 99.5 acre development located 
between Woburn and River Streets that in- 
cludes 83 homes. 

That extension will make it ‘“‘more af- 
fordable’’ for residents of Rattlesnake Hill 
Road to have the water main extended up 
their street, as far as Dundas Avenue, at 
their own expense, Town Manager Jared 
S. A. Clark said Friday. The residents 
have petitioned the town to construct the 
extension, he said. 

Dundas Avenue could not be included 
because it is not an accepted town way, 
Clark said. 

The town would construct the extension, 
assessing betterments against the 
residents’ properties on Rattlesnake Hill 
Road to pay for the improvement, Clark 
recently told the selectmen.

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A rash of resignations by relatively new 
employees over the summer, is causing 
some concern among the school hiearchy.
